A federal study called 
“Equality of Educational 
Opportunity” stresses the 
fact that “family back¬ 
ground differences account 
for much more variation in 
achievement than d'o school 
differences. It will ,not suf¬ 
fice to bus children or other¬ 
wise achieve integration. 
This would increase segrega¬ 
tion within schools through 
an increase in the division 
of classes between slow and 
fast students. We must re¬ 
duce the social and racial 
interbsity at neighborhood 
schools.” This study was or¬ 
dered under the provisions 
of the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
and is the most extensive of 
its kind in U. S. history. 

Judge Real’s decision, in 
effect, demands the elimina¬ 
tion of local governmental 
authority to choose the ways 
in which it will spend its 
tax funds. Certainly, educa¬ 
tion of local government. 
Can funds provided by the 
taxpayers of the entire na¬ 
tion be used, in effect, to 
compel the cities and coun¬ 
ties to do whatever the fed¬ 
eral government tolls them 
to do to bring about school 
Integration.

To do 
this, government has the 
power to:

2. Rehabilitate the crim¬ 
inal. 

3. Protect the citizen. 

4. Recover lost or dam¬ 
aged property. 

However, what is seldom 
considered is the order in 
which government sliould 
accomplish these actions. 
That is why they are usual¬ 
ly accomplished in. tbe or- 
cier listed above. 

While mo.st Americans 
readily accept the first two 
points listed above, they sel¬ 
dom consider the last two, 
wliicli in cwsonce arc the 
only two roles man has na- 
lurally — the protection of 
his property and the right to 
recover that which is ille¬ 
gally taken from him. 

If the “crime wave” (and 
that is a misnomer, for 
waves do not last indefinite¬ 
ly) is ever to bo stopped, 
Americans miust see that 
their government fulfills it-s 
functions when dealing with 
criminals in such a way 
that the following are ac¬ 
complished' in the order list¬ 
ed: 

1. Recover lo.st or damaged 
property. 

2. Protect the citizen. 

3. Rehabilitate the crim¬ 
inal. 

4. Punish the criminal. 

In most ca.ses, crimes are 
committed against indivi¬ 
duals, not against societies. 
Criminals cannot repay so¬ 
ciety for their crimes until 
they have repaid the vic¬ 
timized individual.

Commenting on his ser¬ 
mon topic. Rev. Anderson 
says, "To many sincere 
Chri.stian people Sun day 
morning worship services 
and other church meetings 
simply fall into the category 
of activities.

“One may attend all the 
meetings that a church pro¬ 
vides, which might keep 
them going every night of 
the week, hut if he or she 
finds ■no true Christ i a n 
‘koinonia’ within these meet¬ 
ings, if there are no rela¬ 
tionships built between per¬ 
sons, then gradually the 
spiritual life for the Chris¬ 
tian becomes under-nour¬ 
ished and weakened.”

A Habit Broken 

Habit may be, as William James wrote in his “Prin¬ 
ciples of Psychology” the “enormous flywheel of society, 
its most precious conservative agent.” But the habit of 
anonymous “teller” voting in the U. S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives had, in the minds of many people, come to 
dead center. 

Members of the House seemed to agree when they 
voted almost unanmiously to scrap its ageold system 
of secret vote on important issues. 

The teller vote, of course, involves counting of indi¬ 
vidual votes but not the recording of names. No one 
is on record as for or against. 

The system certainly had tradition going for it, as 
it was instituted in the first Congress, in 1789. But a 
growing number of members of the House felt strongly 
that in the context of today’s greater public interest 
in the workings of government a change was due. Cali¬ 
fornia’s Charles Gubser of Gilroy, a leader in the re¬ 
form move, warned his collogues that not only the na¬ 
tion’s youth, but “the taxpayers, the rich, men of all 
races, view Congress with a minimum high regard.” 

Probably the most stinging, habit-breaking chal¬ 
lenge was that of Hale Boggs of Louisiana, House Demo¬ 
cratic whip: “If you don’t want to be counted, why did 
you come here in the first place?” 

What We Think ! 

Former Assembly Speaker Jess Unruh stands the 
slightest of sligiit chances of upsetting Governor Ronald 
Reagan in the November general election gubernatorial 
race. 

Congressman John Tunney has a chance to defeat 
Senator George Murphy in the U.S. Senate contest. 

Anticipating that Tunney might have a chance while 
Unruh’s prospects are minimal, national and state Demo¬ 
cratic moneybags and officials have thrown much of the 
party’s mu.scle behind Tunney, thus making the prelimin¬ 
ary probabilities more certain of outcome. 

’Die intellectual irony of the situation hasn’t boon 
lost on any in the political community who know the dif¬ 
ference between a precinct and kissing a baby. 

Agree or disagree with Jess Unruh philosophically or 
politically, every knowledgeable observer in the country 
knows he is one of the most astute legislative leaders 
in the nation, and that his command of governmental 
Issues and processes is exceptional. 

The nicest thing that John Tunney’s friends can say 
about his governmental qualifications is that If you like 
twth ho smiles well, and he has a famous father. 

Among Unruh’s problems is the primary fact that he 
is running against a consummate “citizen politician” whose 
grasp of issues and whose ability to communicate with 
the public on issues of concern is ridiculously under-rated. 
Ronald Reagan knows the issues, he knows government 
in an administrative sense excellently and again, agree or 
disagree with his philosophy or politics, ho can communi¬ 
cate. 

George Murphy also has a tremendous political back¬ 
ground. He is recognized by his peers on both sides of 
the aisle in Washington as an extremely able and extreme¬ 
ly knowledgeable Senator. Where the Democrats have 
had great difficulty in getting at Governor Reagan’s cre¬ 
dentials to govern, they have had some success in por¬ 
traying Senator Murphy as a pleasant guy, an actor who 
made it to the Senate. 

Back to the irony of the situation. Murphy probably 
will defeat Tunney. On the basis of relative ability it 
shouldn’t even Ix' a contest. 

But then in viewing the political picture it is ap¬ 
parent that ability on too many occasions has little to 
do witli politics.

He was addressing himself primarily to problems 
that exist in the construction industry, but his words 
have a good, solid, old-fashioned honesty that is refresh¬ 
ing and encouraging. They, in fact, form a minor mani¬ 
festo for ali who work at any job, menial or mighty, low- 
paid or high, labor or management. 

The laborer, whatever his station in life, indeed needs 
bo worthy of his hire.

SENSING THE NEWS 

AROUND THE U. S. CAPITOL 
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The Anthem

Continuing efforts In the 
Senate to halt or retard de¬ 
velopment of needed defense 
systems is a deeply distur¬ 
bing indication of the re¬ 
sponsiveness of some na¬ 
tional legislators to pressure 
from anti-preparedne.ss ele¬ 
ments. 

Know - nothing attitudes 
towards defense aren’t new 
factors in onr .national his¬ 
tory. After World War I, 
America’s defenses were dis¬ 
mantled'. As a result, Ger¬ 
many and Japan were able 
to emerge as powerful ag¬ 
gressor forces. The eventual 
result was the attack on 
Pearl Harbor and a second 
world war. Neo-isolationism 
from the New Left could 
produce an equally tragic 
result within a decade — a 
third world war. 

Today, however, there is a 
.new factor in the move to¬ 
wards unilateral disarma¬ 
ment. A d m. 'Thomas M. 
Moorer, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, recent¬ 
ly said that “the most signi¬ 
ficant syndrome affecti.ng 
our perspective today is of¬ 
ten called ‘anti-militarism’,” 
adding “I look on it as ‘anti¬ 
common sense’.” 

Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt Jr., 
the .new Chief of Naval Op¬ 
erations, in an address at 
Annapolis, warned that “the 
concept of military pre¬ 
paredness is being ques¬ 
tioned by an' alienated .seg¬ 
ment of our population.” 

It is something new in our 
history to have an “aile.n- 
ated segment of our popula¬ 
tion.” But there’s no deny¬ 
ing the truth of the ad¬ 
miral’s ob.servatio'n. We have 
in our country today not 
.simply a faction that dis¬ 
agrees with foreign policy 
hut a.n element that hates 
America and wants to see it 
humiliated and defeated. 

Good citizens find it hard 
to helieye that some people, 
enjoying the blessings of 
this land, actually seek its 
de.struction and the break¬ 
down of its values. 

Yet evidence of the exis¬ 
tence of the "alienated seg¬ 
ment” is all aroutwJ us — in 
the pathological character 
assassination of military 
personnel, in the fire-homh- 
Ing of ROTC centers, in the 
funding of underg round 
papers on defense ha.ses, 
and in the praise the New 
Left lavi.shos on revolution¬ 
ary movements and the cult 
of viole.nce. 

A few years ago, the ex¬ 
tremists seemed a mere 
handful. Today, the disaf¬ 
fected element clearly is of 
considerable size. The the 
active encouragement of ele¬ 
ments in the news media, 
especially the ’TV networks, 
the “alienated” have streng¬ 
thened their position. Eve¬ 
ning newcasts may bring in¬ 
terviews with tho.se who 
openly boa.st of resisting 
their country and opposing 
its lawful orders. Sympathe¬ 
tic publicity is lavished on 
those who refuse to fight or 


who, overnight, declare 
themselves to be conscien¬ 
tious objectors. 

’The situation in Congress, 
with respect to defense ap¬ 
propriations, is serious In¬ 
deed. But it is not half as 
serious as the situation in- 
volvinar the “alienated seg¬ 
ment.”"’ Today, the country 
faces a grave loyalty issue. 
No nation can long .survive 
if loyalty is not emphasized 
and if disloyalty is not 
punished. 

We have heard much in 
recent years about the 
“right” to dissent, but there 
is a great deal of opposition 
to national defense these 
days which cannot be des¬ 
cribed as ‘‘.dissent.” The only 
word for it is disloyalty, for 
the objective of the oppon¬ 
ents of defense measures is 
the weakening of the United 
States and its transforma¬ 
tion into a second or third- 
rank world power. The A- 
merican people cannot af¬ 
ford to be naive about the 
current wave of disloyalty, 
for their lives — and the fu¬ 
ture of our country and gov- 
ernmenttal system — are at 
stake. 

As Vice President Agnew 
has pointed out on .numer¬ 
ous occasions, the nation 
has a grave problem with 
an effete intelligentsia that 
controls communications in 
ma.ny of our metropolitan 
centers. This same intelli- 
gent.sia has come to domin¬ 
ate many of our public and 
private educational institu¬ 
tions and to re-orient the

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HEROIN: 

The Most Addictive Drug

Heroin Is the most addic¬ 
tive drug, and certainly one 
of the most debilitating .nar¬ 
cotics known to man. It is a 
very powerful depressant to 
the central nervous system. 
Users rapidly develop strong 
psychological and physiolo¬ 
gical dependence. Some us¬ 
ers have become addicted 
from only one dose — and 
many others have died from 
one overdose! 

Addiction is spreading like 
cancer, with a responsible 
San Francisco agency esti¬ 
mating there may be 300,000 
heroin addicts in California 
alone. Users as young as 10 
years of age have been ar¬ 
rested, and the National In¬ 
stitute of Mental Health 
says that over half of all 
addicts are .under 30. 

Other research (New York 
Social Service Dept.) indi¬ 
cates that 25 per ce.nt to 50 
per cent of today’s teenagers 
have used' marijuana, and in 
a terrifying acceleration of 
abuse that 40 per cent to 50 
per cant of regular teenage 
marijuana smokers will 
“progress” to heroin within 
18 months! 

The drug is one of 25 alka¬ 
loids found in opium, the 
chief ingredient being mor¬ 
phine, which was widely 
used as a pain-killer during 
the 19th century. Due to an

acute shortage of doctors 
during the Civil War, .newly 
developed hypodermic need¬ 
les and drugs were issued 
directly to the soldiers many 
of whom became addicted to 
morphine. This narcotic was 
freely used in the field and 
available then at low cost at 
drugstores, without prescrip¬ 
tion. Due to thus ready avail¬ 
ability, there were more ad¬ 
dicts per thou.sa.nd popula¬ 
tion during and after the 
Civil War; than at any other 
time in America’s history! 

In 1898, a German scien¬ 
tist produced heroin from 
morphine. At first it was 
thought that heroin would 
replace morphine as a pain¬ 
killer, and that it could be 
used to treat addiction. But 
it was soon found to be four 
times more powerful than 
morchine, and much more 
addictive. Finally, in 1914, 
the United States Govern¬ 
ment adopted the Harrison 
Narcotics Act, outlawing 
manufacture, use and pos¬ 
session of heroin within the 
United States. 

The narcotic is so power¬ 
ful it must be cut 97 to 99 
per cent with powdered 
milk - sugar, talcum power 
or any other cheap, whitish 
powder. But should the user 
get a bag of pure heroin by 
mistake, the overdose will 
invariably kill him. 

When the effects of the 
drug begin to wear off. with¬ 
drawal symptoms set in, de¬ 
scribed by addicts generally 
as “going through one hell 
after another.” 'To maintain 
their “highs,” some addicts 
are known to have taken as 
ma,ny as 100 “pops” a day, 
although five to 20 arc more 
usual. “Pops” are injected 
into the flesh or muscles, 
with “mainlining” or inject¬ 
ing heroin into the veins 
the method most commonly 
used. 

When the veins break 


down, as they soon do, the 
unliappy user is forced to 
Inject the narcotic between 
hus fingers, toes, into his 
legs and neck, and even in¬ 
side the mouth! 

There is no satisfactory, 
provable cure for permanent 
heroin addiction. Doctors can 
help the user get off the 
drug and restore his health 
to some extent, but .under 
the be.st of circumstances, it 
ha.s been found almost im¬ 
possible to keep him from 
picking Up the habit again. 
Drug-taki.ng may have be¬ 
come his way of life . . • his 
friends may be fellow-ad¬ 
dicts ... he may not have 
a healthy enough personal¬ 
ity to enjoy normal, con¬ 
structive pursuits. He is, and 
remains, a meneal and emo¬ 
tional cripple! 

Many people have great 
hopes for the methadone 
treatment for heroin addic¬ 
tion. The use of methadone, 
which is cheap or free, can 
perhaps make some inopera¬ 
tive people partially opera¬ 
tive again . . . but basically 
It substitutes one addition 
for another. Methadone at 
best is a crutch, and people 
depending on it as a cure 
tend to go on to more addic¬ 
tion. 

Another form of treatment 
involves “cold turkey” com¬ 
plete withdrawal coupled 
with group therapy or sensi¬ 
tivity sessions aimed at 
“brainwashing” the user and 
reorienting his values. While 
the approach may appear in 
theory to have some merit, 
few graduates of these treat¬ 
ments are known to have re¬ 
turned to productive roles In 
normal society. 

More emphasis should be 
placed on prevention so that 
the 'need for rehabilitation 
methods of dou'btful effec¬ 
tiveness can be reduced to 
a minimum.
